COLLIER-ELAINE BILL NOW 


GOES TO SENATE FOR 


FINAL ACTION 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 23. 


(/P) — The Collier-Elaine 3.05 
per cent beer and wine bill 
was formally reported to the 
senate today by its judiciary 
committee and sent imme- 
diately to the finance com- 
mittee for study of its taxa- 
tion provisions. 


The judiciary committee's favor- 


able report, voted 8 to 6, earlier in 
the day, was presented to the sen- 
ate by Chairman Elaine of the 
sub-committee which 
drafted 
it, 
together with a lengthy argument 
on its constitutionality. 


Stimson and Possible Successor 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 
23.— 


The Collier-Elaine bill to legalize 
3.06 per cent beer and wine won 
the approval today of the senate 
judiciary committee after an at- 
tempt to limit the alcoholic con- 
tent to 2 per cent was repected. 


The 
committee 
adopted 
an 


amendment to prohibit sale of the 
3.05 per cent beverages to children, 
on Motion of Senator Borah (R., 
Idaho). 


The Volstead law modification 
proposals no wgoes to the senate, 
but promptly will be referred to 
the finance committee for consid- 
eration of its provisions levying a 
tax of $5 a barrel. 


The move to cut the alcoholic 


content permitted by the bill was 
made by Senator Bratton, New 
Mexico democrat, but was rejected 
by the committee 8 to 6. 


An amendment offered by Sen- 
ator Dill (D., Wash.), to prohibit 
advertising the beverage 
in dry 
states was adopted. 
The vote to report out the bill 


favorably was 
said 
by Senator 


Robinson (R. Ind.), to have been 
8 tp 6. 
With strong democratic support 


of the bill, leaders have predict- 
ed that it will reach a vote in the 
ate this afternoon. It already 
passed the house in diffferent 


.'orm, providing for 3.2 per cent 
beer. 
President Hoover, according to 


his friends on capitol hill, is pre- 
pared, however, to veto the bill. 
Instead of attempting to define 
what constitutes 
an 
intpvicating 


beverege, it merely confines the 
penalties of the Volstead law to 
wine and beer of more than 3.05 
per cent by weight. This is 3-8 by 
volume. 
The 3.05 per cent limitation is 


based on an official British com- 
mission's report that beer of that 
content is non-intoxicating. 


The text of the amendment pro- 


hibiting sale to minors, reads: 


"It shall be unlawful to give or 


«ell any of the above beverages to 
persons under 21 years of age. 


"Any person violating this pro- 


vision shall be subject to a fine 
of not exceeding $100 or imprison- 
ment for 
not 
exceeding 
six 
months."

ahead of schedule, completed Mis- 
souri's ratification of the amend- 
ment by giving unanimous ap- 
proval to a resolution adopted last 
week by the senate.

day the grip of the stage-coach 
era with a twentieth amendment 
to the constitution which proclaims 
that henceforth officials defeated 
at a ballot box shall have Httle 
voice in government. 


In near record time, less than a 


year, 36 states of the Union have 
ratified the "lame duck" amend- 
ment. 
Congress had taken 
10 


years to agree upon proposing it. 
It will go into effect next Oct. 15, 
controlling the terms of congress 
and the president from then on. 


This is the first 
fundamental 


modernization in the federal gov- 
ernment since 1913, when the sev- 
enteenth amendment took election 
of senators from the legislatures 
and placed it directly in the hands 
cf the people. 
Like that amend- 


ment, the twentieth is intended to 
make congress, and the executive 
branch of the government as well,

pagandists had taken 
advantage 


of the economic situation to draw 
some false conclusions. 
He said 


that he believed that If the mat- 
ter were left to a vote of the 
people of the nation after 
both 


sides of the issue had been truth- 
fully presented that the answer 
would' show that this nation Is 
unalterably opposed to the liquor 
traffic. 
"The true situation must be pre- 
sented to the people immediately, 
the. speaker said, and they must 
be shown that repeal is not strict- 
ly a legal question. 
He defended

With the death of Samuel 1. Furnace, who took poison while under 
detention as the murderer in London'* almost "perfect murder, th« 
case that for two weeks occupied the best minds in Scotland Yard is 
closed to the satisfaction of the authorities. 
Furnace, a building con- 


tractor, was arrested after one of the most extensive man hunts in the) 
Yard's history for the torch slaying of Walter Spatchett, a rent col- 
lector and a close friend of the- accused man. The case opened when 
firemen were called to extinguish a fire in Furnace s combined office and 
workshop. In the course of their job, the fire fighters found the body 
of • man seated in a chair in the office. It was charred beyond recogni- 
tion, but relatives of the contractor unhesitatingly identified it as that 
of Furnace. However, during the routine autopsy demanded by British 
law, it was found that bullets and not fire had been the cause of death. 
Furthermore, a tiny laundry mark on the neck band of the deceased 
man's shirt, which had been preserved from fire by a splash of non- 
inflammable paint, led to the discovery that the body was not that of 
Furnace, but of Walter Spatchett, his friend. Then followed an eight- 
day hunt for Furnace which resulted in his capture at a seaside resort 
40 miles from London. Returned to the metropolis, Furnace was indicted 
for murder, but a few hours later he was removed to hospital, where he 


died of self-administered poison.

Heft last appeal to the court* having been denied, Mary Fiald Simpson and her husband, R. J. Simpson, of 
tiomer, N. Y.t are scheduled to die in the electric chair on the night of March 2, unless Governor Herbert H. 
Lehman of New York intervene*. Owing to the extreme rarity of cases where husband and wife suffer the 
law's ultimate penalty, the story of the Simpsons is worth retelling. Mrs. Simpson married the 29-year-old 
farmer without .telling him of an illegitimate child she had placed in an infant asylum. Soon after her marri- 
tge, authorities of this institution ordered her to remove the child. Thus did her husband become awar* 
»f the secret she had tried to hide. Quarrels followed and the couple came near to separation. It was 
then that the woman conceived the idea that if she got rid of the child she could retain her husband's affec- 
tion. Apparently the plan was acceptable to Simpson, for they poisoned the child and cast its body into « 
iwamp, where it was found some month* later by duck hunters. During their trial, the Simpsons made no 
ittempt to deny their guilt. Rather did they take the stand that what they did was justified. This attitude 
may be explained by expert testimony which placed their mentality on a par with that of 10-year-old children. 
Mrs. Simpson is the first white woman sentenced to death in New York State since Mrs. Ruth Snyder went 
to the chair in 1928 for participation with her lover, Judd Gray! in the murder of her husband,

Countrv merchants a.re doing an 
increasing business on the basis 
of a gallon of 'coal oil" for a 
dozen eggs, of a set of harness for 
a bale of cotton, but tho orgin- 
ized barter exchanges which have 
sprung up in other sections have 
been slow to make their appear- 
ance in Southern states. 
At Richmond, Va., however, the 


citizens' service exchange has been 
established through the efforts of 
social agencies of the 
city. 
A 
warehouso has been prepared to 
receive goods to he bartered for 
work, .with scrip issued by the 
organization as a basis for the 
exchange. 
This experiment Is the only one 


of Its kind in Virginia, and has 
not been in operation long enough 
to determine what Its success or 
its economic effects will be. 
Several 
Southern 
states 
have 


pioneered in the development of 
barter through correspondence, by 
publishing bulletins listing "wants'1 
and offers of exchange, with the

C;' Goen of Happy hal telephoned 
him' that a car containing "sus- 
jpcious looking characters" was 
headed in that direction. 


After the final fusillade, 
the 
men held up Floyd "Jake" Ward, 
attendant at the filling 
station, 


forced him to service "their car 
and drove away. 
Ward said he 


•would be able to identify one of 
the trio. 
Ward -was attracted by shots 
as the sheriff pursued the bandit 
car .'through town and in the di- 
rection of his filling station.
